I received your letter announcing a I0% cut in 
af our grant and further that we would also receive a cut of 
over $500 from the months of Jan. Feb. & March. 

Now Mr. Ferrier we have been financing on an 
overdraft ever since opening the new school. I have been 
reducing this eacy year through strict economy in every 
possible way and to have over $2000 cut off our revenue it 
creates a situation which is impossible for me to meet, 

We are much less favourably situated than most 
Indian schools. We have only about 70 acres of tillable 
land and this is cut up into small pieces and expensive to 
farm. We cannot grow one half our feed and the price of, 00h? 
feed is very high in this district. Many of the Indian, Ay e 
several hundred acred of good land and are well established. 
We are just becoming organized and this along with the fire 
we had last year makes financing very difficult. I was so 
worried when I received your letter I couldn't sleep. I 
do not see where I can pogsibly get a $2 less. 
We cannot reduce our food allowance nor el or light and 
we are licht staffed -every member of staff is working at 

ast I2 hours each day~. 

I was counting on all our grant up to the end 
of March and if I am goi to be deducted $5 I shall not 
be able to meet my payments. 

I sincerely hope the Dept. will reconsider our 
case and will leave our grant as it is.If notmI do not see 
how I can possibly get through.

Enclosed please find letter received from the 
Principal of Cecilia Jeffrey School at Shoal Lake. 

There is no doubt as to the state of the Tank, 
the school had the same troubles last year, and also 
the state of the buildings is not of the best, and it 
is a large rambling building and difficult to heat, 

Mr Cookson is very anxious to build a School 
at or near Kenora, where he can get many more pupils, 
as if here he can tap the Reserves on the C.P.Railway, 
and also get children from Reserves on the Lake of the 
Woods, as the Indians except from Shoal Laxe Reserve 
do not like to send their children to the School, it 
is in such an out of the way place, and very few Indians 
ever go near it. 

If Mr Cookson could have got authority 60 move the 
School to Kenora, both he and I believe it would not be 
long before he got twice as many pupils as they have now. 
I understand from Mr Cookson that there is a chance they 
might be able to sell the old buildings next summer to 
some Winnipeg outfit, and the Board might give what they 
get for this building towards a new School, should 
authority be given them to build. 

Please hand this letter to the Superintendent of 
Indian education, and ask him to write me as to what if 
anything we can do to help the Principal, who is an 
excellent man, and will make a success of whatever he 
undertakes. 

He informed me a few days ago he was getting an 
additional teacher for the School,

The water used in the Institution is pumped from 
the Lake. The pump is installed in the basement and connect- \ 
ed to a Five Horse-power Gas Engine. The water i pumped into ; 
a two-thousand gallon pneumatic tank, and an ave pressure 
of forty pounds is maintained throughout the building. The 
pbuilding is equipped with modern plumbing fixtures which are 
in a good state of repair. 


The building is lighted by 011 lamps, and in a school 
entirely of frame construction there is great danger of fire, but, 
the Staff appear to take every precaution to guard against same. 
New fire-hose is required on each floor to replace the existing 
ones which are unfit for further use. 


It was reported to the Department that the building 
was pment A settlement has occurred in the two main support- 
ing partitions across the building, which is due to the rotting out 
of the plates which rest on the basement floor and support the par 
titions. The partition is constructed of 3 x 6" studding resting 
on a 32x 6" plate. This plate should be replaced by a new one on 
a proper foundation. 


The ceiling in the dining-room has sagged consider~ 
ably, which is due to the weight of the bearing partitions above. 
At some time in the past when alterations were oarried out to the 
Anterior of the building, a supporting partition was evidently 
removed from the room now used as a dining-room, and no provision 
was made for the supporting of the floor at that point. To pre- 
vent further sagging, & beam supported on posts should be built 
in the dining-room. ‘The inside of the building is in a very good 
state of repair throughout. The floors are of hardwood, the walls, 
plaster and ceilings of metal. The exterior is badly in need of 
paint and the Principal is prepared to supply the necessary labour 
if the Department will furnish him with the paint. 


In the present location of the school, it is impossible, 
owing to the lack of land fit for cultivation, to successfully 
operate the Enstitution. There are only three acres under oulti- 
vation, and it is, therefore, necessary for the Principal to pur-~ 
chase all potatoes, vegetabl tter, etco., in fact all provi~ 
sions required for use in the Institution, and thie will always

Committee on Indian Work 


& A meeting of the Indian work Comaittee was held in 
Manitoba College on Friday evening September 9th. There were present:- Revs 
Hugh Robertson, D.D.Miller, W.J.Cookson, Mrs Watson, and R.J.MacPhearson,. 

Mr Cookson reported regarding the progress and condition 
of the work at Cecilia Jeffrey Schooland asked the the Board of Home Missions 
be responsible for a plumber to go out to the Schooland to lay fifty feet of 
iron piping, also for the iron piping,trap, and catch basin, also field 
tiling to the Lake, about 200 feet. It Would be necessary for a plumber to 
leave Winnipeg, about 1 o'clock on a Thursday afternoon and he would be 
absent until noon on Monday. Mr Cookson reported that this drain was 
absolutely necessary to relieve the present sceptic tank and #lso as a means 
of carrying off the water from the laundry. It was unamiously decided to 
maxe this recommendation to the Board in the expectation that the Board 
might afterwards reimburse itself out of the Government grant. The Chairman 
was instructed to get an estimate regarding the cost of the work, 

James Mackie estimates cost of cast iron vipelf.o.b W'nen)

Part of 
his letter reads as follows: 


"I am writing you in regard to Cecili Jeffrey School. You 
may remember that at the Executive meeting I intimated that 
we were doing some repairs in the basement and to the sewerage 
system which were ebsolutely necessary. I have now received 
the bills for thet work and wiil enclose them. They have 
passed the Home Mission Committee and Presbytery. The bille 
amount to $228.27. “r. Cookson wes with us last week and 
assures us thet the sewerage system is now in first class 
shape. The septic tank has been thoroughly cleaneé and the 
Principel did the work himself as he could not trust it to 
any one else. A new sewer hes been opened into the Ieke in 
order to lessen the work th? septic tark would have to do. 
This new sewer will have to carry all the water from the wash 
room and the water from the eeve troughs, etc. This hed to be 
rushed through before the frost came. Ye are sanding these on 
to you with the expectation that the government shall pay 

for these repairs." 
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Iam enclosing the accounts and hope the Department 
will take care of them.

Dear Dr. Edmison:- 


We note in your favor of 27th ultime an enclosure 
from the Indian Dept., Ottawa, which states that items for requirements 
of Geo. Jeffrey Indian Boarding School for 1923 will be placed in the 
estimates for the approval of Parliament. The items stated are as 
follows - " Boat and boat house", alterations to the building - a new 
furnace and other heating fixtures etc. 


The only alterations to the building we have asked 
for was a sleeping Balcony, for 7.B. children, which would require 
a separate furnace for heating purposes but since making this request 
some months ago the Dept. have remoged the tubercular children to 
Ninette or St. Boniface Hospital in Winnipeg. Our W.M.S. Board 
feel if this is to be the policy of the Dept. in future that cost 
of Balcony and additional furnace might be dispensed with . This 
would lessen the estimate at least $2000.00. In view of the many 
devastating fires in Institutions and the extreme isolation of C.J. 
Indian Boarding School we would urge the Dept. in this instance to 
place an electric lighting plant in this Boarding School. In event 
of a fire there is not a building of any description within miles 
of our school to shelter staff or children. 


Our Womens' Missionary Society would not recommend 
the extension of our present building at C.J. but make it safe and 
comfortable for staff and children. We are relying on the promise 
of the Dept. of over a year ago to give us 4 new school in a differ- 
ent location where we could have some farming land and make more 
adequate provision for the many children in the Lake of the Woods 
region who are not being cared for by any organization. 
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With the approval of the Dept. we would e¥en carry 
on our present work at C.J. indefinitely besides assuming the res- 
ponsibility of a new staff for the new school which we have hoped for 
go long - the desire to add another B.School to our list and to the 
best of our knowledge believe the opportunity is at our door, in the 
untouched regions in and around the Lake of the Woods. There are 
many Pagan Indians even in parts of our own Province of Ontario.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 26th. 
in regard to the matter of Pete Redsky, I will attend to this as 
soon as he calls. He is making fair progress with his wood, for 
lone thing he is not handing out the same amount of supplies. 

The only help that he gets is that of Indians from North West 
gle. 

In regard to the matter of permit for 
cutting wood on Reserve 40 for school purposes, sinee that Chief 

edsky is away I will be unable to attend to this matter until 
ater. 

I have a communication from the Ontario 
Department giving permit for 250 cords within one mile of the 
School.Land boundary, also to cut any small tamarae that may noe 
be salable owing to size. The wood to be cut where Pete Redsky 
ig cutting for Kron. 

I note your remarks re sleeping porch and 
extensions, I received a communication from our board in Toronto 
in whieh I have been severly called to account for what may seem 
to be an action on my part by way of trying to establish matters 
on a more permanent basins, in face of the promise that the 
Department have made for a new sehool, For a man to sit at his 
desk Without any practical knoWledge of working conditions and 
dictate a policy to me is absolutely absurd. This is the 
position as we have it in the case of Dr Kdmison. The aetion was 
taken on the ground that they did not believe in the expenditure 
of so large a sum of money on the sehool as they believe it would 
only delay the matter of a new building. 

In sending in my yearly report last month, I 
took the matter up in detail and I have advised the board that in 
taking the matter out of the hands of the Department that they 
must face the facts themselves, Something has “ to be done, 

Besides the two children t Were sent away 
of whom we have not heard anything, we have two other children in 
the hospital here bearing the same symptoms, and others in the 
main building receiving treatment. I would Welcome an examination 
by health officials by way of ascertaining What might be the 
cause of all this, and With all the Department is doing by way of 
earing for these children when they must pass out of our hands, 
The providing of a Nurse and supply of dispensary, it is the duty 
of our Church at least to supply the proper accommodation for the 
care of patients. In face of the action that the Church has 
taken ‘in view of the help of the Department in this respect, I 
consider that it is qhite in order that the Doctor should complain 
to the Department as to the working conditions and demand that the 
Church should at least refit its present hospital. In this respect 
I would suggest that the Nurses room and dispensary should be 
located next to the main building, that the whole of the two sides 
and end made available in this way should be fitted up with glass 
and storm windows at least giving more daylight and a better 
system of ventilation, At the same time I Would insist that 
suitable storm Windows be fitted up to all dormitories that the 
dormitowies could be ventilated so as to avoid the draft that we 
have at the present time that must needs have some effect upon 
the lungs. 

I am not taking up the matter with any spirit 
of antagonism in view of the aetion that the Church has taken in 
this matter, While 1 would be leyal te the Chureh at the same time 
I would consider it my duty to impress upon them any condition 
within the bounds of their sphere of labour that might be improved 
upon, 

I am hoping there will be no diffieulty in the 
matter of a launch for at the present time we are absolutely tied 


My 3 It is not my intension to offer to take the launch from where 
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it now lies without that it should be put in thorough working 
order of rather a new launch be provided, 
We cannot possible carry on the work even With 
“+e conveniences that may be offered in the hiring of @ launch as in 
ease of last year. At that time our old launch was available 
fur emergency at the present time it is absolutely tied up. 
I appreciate the help that you have always given use 
in these matters and I ean assure you of my hearty cooperation 
in the carrying out of any matter pertaining to the interest of 
the Department in ite work amongst the Indians. 
Referring to the matter of Sinclair the Indian 
who was the means of maxing trouble in the case of Jessie Wapioxe 
I have seen this matter in a new light, We have @11 the proof that 
is necessary to know that this is only a put up job as We say by 
way of getting a discharge from School, This is the third time 
as I understan& that the girl has come with the same story and 
in looking back over the history of the Sehool we find that there 
are numbers of pupils that have been discharged where it has been 
proved afterwards that no such case existed. I find this to be 
a common practice among the elder pupils of our schools, I am 
ashamed to report that I find that we have three of our older boys 
and girls who have sought contact in this way With no other object 
in view. I have had a heart to heart talx with older boys and 
have given them clearly to understand that in so far that in this 
should necessitate the discharge of any girl that they 
first must pay the price with a term of inprisonmant. I believe 
that this is quite in order with the law of our country. It is not 
a question of the right or Wrong #8 the case may be of their 
getting married but to teach that such an action on their part 
is a criminal offence against the most sacred? laws of nature and 
we must teach our Indian boys and girls the value of that law as 
far as it effects the developement of true womanhood, I believe 
that the same rule should apply for the protection of our older 
girls while they are absent from School. It would be a good thing 
to have a straigh talk with the Indian at Treaty tome, giving 
them clearly to understand that such an action will be taken if 
eonsistant with law and order. 
I shall be pleased to know your opinion in this 
matter, for it is my intention to take a firm stand by way of 


preventing this practice,

I have just had a letter from Rev. A. De Menzies, the 
new Principal of Cecilia Jeffrey Indian Boarding School, part 
of which reads as follows:- 


"A young man came in with us to prepare an estim- 
ate for the Government on the cost of a lighting plant 
for the school. We have gone into the matter very 
thoroughly and his report will go forward early next 
week. it occurred to me that it might be advisable 
that you should commnicate with the powers that be 
presenting our plea for this very necessary improve- 
ment. it may just state that a calamity was narrowly 
escaped last night when only the presence of mind and 
quick action of a member of the staff prevented what 
would doubtless have been a disastrous fire. The 
large number of lamps necessary in such a building makes 
it exceedingly dangerous and the fact that no fire has 
occurred in the years past does not assure safety for 
the future.”

I am very glad to learn that you are planning to 
install an electric light plant.

impressed by hie ability as an organizer. Hig wife has no 
sympathy for the work and I believe ie the actual head of the 
{netitution. She is not the proper type for institutional 
life, is matron but cannot handle the staff. The outeide man, 
Mr. Gibson, ie a splendid chap with children. He is respon- 
gible for the small farm, the carpentering and engineering 
end of the work. ‘They allow a week-end holiday for the 
pupile that live close to the school. I discouraged this 
practice. 


The main building needed paint, but material was 
eupplied a year ago and the work was about to be undertaken. 
The building ie badly cut up by alteratione and ie not 
suitable for purposes of Indian education. The heating 
system ie inadequate - there are three separate unite. The 
lighting plant is working well. The water intake has had to 
be rebuilt: church funds are being used. 


I promised to send a little athletic equipment and 
to give favourable consideration to requisitions for material 
for Art. One of the teachers ie a eplendid artist and some 
of the pupils are showing excellent progress.

Therefore, we suggest the possibility of moving the whole 
infirmary and nurse's quarters to & tlat bu.lt on the top of the 
chapel.# A rough sketch of what might be its main teatures is enclosed 
It would give ample sunroom accommodation with the possibility 
of wheeling beds out direct from the wards, It would give a good 


dispensary end examining room and an isolation room and lavatory 
facilities could be provided in each of the large wards, We are 
not at all opposing the department's policy of removing really sick 
children from the institution altogether, but we feel that a great 
deal could be done with suspected T, B. cases and incipient cases 
if good ward accomuodation were provided.

Place near the night toilets in the dormitories wasn basins, 4 in the \Y 
larger dormitories and 2 in the smaller dormitories. 


It woula be a great convenience it pupils could wash under 
supervision of staff member in adjacent bed room betore dressing 
for the day. +n the plans es shown 3/6 of the children 

have to go down 3 flights of stairs to wash and the other 

2/5 have to go down 2 rlights. 


Would it not be an improvement to run & passage on the girls’ 

gide in the basement similar to the passage on the boys' side in order 
to give access to laundry, dairy, bakery and stores without having 

to pass through the kitchen and scullery? On the plans as drawn 

all soiled clothing, bedding etc. has to be carried through the s 
sculiery and kitchen... unless taken by outside entrance. 


There does not seem to be any storege shown in the pians for 
potatoes and vegetables. Could an outside and underground store 
room be contructed that could be entered from the kitchen. Large 
atorage space tor vegetables is necessary. for the school wil. be 
growing its supply, and it storage could be provided in connection 
with tne building rather than in some outbuilding at a distance, 
it would be a convenience. 


It is im our opinion very desirable that an ice house be built 
alongside the dairy section and that at least two large refrigerator 
sections be built either in the room marked dairy or elsewhere, 

Our present cold storage capacity consists of two rooms one 

4X9 feet and one 6X¥ feet. I1 the ice house could be placed so as 
to make it possible to fili the refrigerator pans without having 

to work outside, it would be advantageous. 
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Could the laundry tubs be placed on the wali between machinery 
room and laundry near tne back end and some windows put in the 
back wali to provide light? 
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There is a great deal of stair climbing necessary in the building. 
Most of the statt are women and tind it very difficult. Could a 
gmali hand operated lift or elevator or some kind be provided 

for the use of staff members, Capacity for one or two people 
would pe quite sutsicient. It might possibly be located in corner 
of small class ,room opening into the corridor.

The weather is still keeping favourable and 
there is no snow on the ground. All the outside work 
igs finished except the brick veneer. They are now 
busy lathing. The boilers are now in place, and as 
soon as heat can be turned on the plastering can be 
done. 


I would like to make a few suggestions, which 
I have talked over with Mr. Wyndels and the Indian 
Agent. They are as follows; 


In the attic, the chapel and the rear part of 
the building the ceilings are exposed as there is 
no building paper mentioned in the specifications. 

I would suggest that this be put in. 

In the Principal's residence, where only plaster 
is specified on the ceilings, I would recommend that 
the upper ceiling be covered with one ply of ship 
bap, building paper and strapping. The Indian Agent 
suggests that this might do away with the snow and 
ice gathering on the roof and sliding, as it did at 
the Sioux Lookout school. 

As the ceilings below all the verandahs are 
exposed through naving the grade lower than the actual 
plans, I would recommend that they be covered with T 
and V joint. Owing to their height the underpart is 
very noticeable and this would give them @ more fin- 
ished appearance. 


The work is going ahead fast and everything is 
in good order.

While on an inspection trip to the new Cecelia 
Jeffrey Indian school yesterday it was brought to my 
attention that it was specified for a fire alarm sig- 
nal to be placed in the office, and in one room to be 
designated on each of the other floors. 


I have given authority for this to be changed 
so that the alarm can be rung from a central position 
in the passage of each floor, instead of in rooms as 
designated in the specifications. The reason for this 
is that should a fire occur at night, the office or 
other rooms might be locked, and this would cause con- 
siderable delay in an alarm being given. The alarm sig- 
nals will be placed fairly high so that the smaller 
children cannot reach them.

I have also given instructions for them to run 
an electric light wire down into the basement of the 
principal's residence, so that an attachment can be 
connected as there are no lights shown in this basement. 
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These instructions were issued yesterday without 
authority as work would have progressed too far to have 
these changes made, after the proper authority could 
havé been obtained.

With reference to Mr. Orr's letter of the 
1Sth instant I got in touch with the Wyndels Construction 
Company and Bearisto Limited, who installed the boilers, 
etc. in the new Cecelia Jeffrey School. The Contractor 
claims everything was done according to contract. 
Bearisto Limited cla everything was done according to 
contract as they were instructed, and that if there is 
anything wrong in the heating, it appears to them to 
be due to the voilers not being right kind to supply 
the necessary heat. In company with Mr. Bearisto 
I interviewed ir. Waldron, Manager of Marshall Wells 
Hardware Company who supplied the voilers, and they 
informed me the boilers had been changed from those 
originally called forin the contract, but they believed 
the boilers to be suitable in every way to supply the 
necessary heat. At the end of the interview Mr. 
Waldron wired to the office in Toronto, instructing a 
Mr. Robinson, their Engineer, to come to Kenora and 
inspect the boilers and heating arrangement, and Ir. 
Bearisto promised he would meet him here, so they could 
go over the whole matter and remedy anything that 
required it. now awaiting a telegram saying when 
Mr. Robinson will arrive. 


As regards the trouble with the intake, the 
Engineer for the Dominion Water Power Branch has been 
workinre on this for some time and has now found another 
pipe broken. They a re putting a new one in and expect 
to complete the work in the next few days. When these 
intake pipes were originally installed, Mr. Patterson 
was the Engineer for the lIpbminion Water Power Branch and 
he assured me that all pipes were sound and in good 
condition, and tnat tnere was no leak. It is too bad we 
have had all this trouble, but 1 consider it was through

4teplying to your telegram of yesterdays date 
asking me to advise by wire if Dunham specialties were 
used at Yecilia Jeffrey School heating. I replied 
that we used Trane specialties, and that these were 
satisfactory. 


On Wednesday 27th instant, Mr Bearisto, 
of Searisto's Limited who did all the pune at 
the School arrived, also the District nager of 
the Trane Company who supplied the traps and specialties 
we met Mr Robinson the Engineer from Toronto who 
represented the firm who supplied the boilers, and 
visited the School, everything was thoroughly examined 
and tested, to the satisfaction of the Principal. 

Five pounds of steam was obtained after a 
few atterations, and Bearisto's Limited are attending 
to the asperating coilin the sewing room that will not 
heat with 5 lbs of stéam, this firm are also repairing 
some piping that is sprung in the boys playroon, 

a tail piece Broken on pipe in playroom and a tail piece 
broken in Hadiator in one of the classrooms, 

During the examination it was found that 
the chimney leaked air and about 10 bricks were set in 
the chimney that had been overlooked when the building 
was constructed, these holes naturally prevented the 
chimney from drawing properly, they have now been 
remedied and the Engineer informed me this morning 
when I was at the School, that there was a good draft 
and the building heated well. 

On examination of the plans Mr Robinson 
informed me that the chimney was not as high as called 
for in our contract, and that it should be another 
14 or 15 feet higher, he suggested that the Contractor 
should build the four feet, and that when he was doing 
this he should build an addition 10° feet +m at the 
Departments expense, This work could only be done in 
the spring, (I shall be glad to get your instructions 
as to this}. He also suggested that another radiator 
should be installed in the sewing room, as this is 
particularly cold. 

Mr Robinson informed us that the additional 
height on the chimney would make a wonderfull difference 
to the draft. 

Providing the above work is done, therecan be 
no objections to the heating of the building. 

Mr Robinson promised to forward his report in 
a few days, on receipt of same it will be sent to you.

FMORANDUM ; - 
To - Mr. C, H, Attwood. 


Re:- Cecilia Jefftey Indian School Water 
Supply Suction Line. 


The writer was instructed om October 28th to 
proceed to Kenora and determine the source of trouble with 
the Cecilia Jeffrey Indian School water supply suction 
section pipe line. This line was part of the systen 
designed last year and is descirbed in a report by 
Mr, BE. B, Patterson. Work was carried on from October 
30th to Novenber 30th, when the suction line was finally 
put into operation again. Back filling of the trench 
used for a jacking pit remained to be done at this date. 


The suction line of 300 feet in length of 5-inch 
black ripe connected with sleeve couplings was installed 
in the spring of 1929. A hundred ton hydraulic jack 
located near the pump house was used to force out this pipe 
length by length. The leading end fitting was disconnected 
from the pipe and when jacking was completed a final 
length of 20 feet of pipe was connected by a swinging 
joint to the straight line of pipe. The outer end of the 
movable length was fitted with a foot valve and standard 
strainer combination which in this case could be raised to 
the surface for exatination. 


Condttion of Water Supply as Reported and as Observed 
Guring Revair Work. 


The supply of water pumped had been subject to 
temporary stoppages which were gradually becoming more 
frequent. The stoppage in each case had been removed by 
flushing back for a short time by opening up the by-pass 
between pressure and suction lines at the pump house. 

After each flush back for the first few hours of pumping 
the water was laden with silt which partly blocked taps 

and stopped closet flushing valves. The supply of water 
in intermediate periods was clearer than lake water. 

At various times crabs had stopped operation of check valves 
and examinatinn of pumps showed crab claws were forced 
under the valves and continued to reduce pumping indéfinitely. 
During the second week in October a stoppage had existed 
for 24 hours and a diver had examined the screen and 

joints up to the point of entrvamoe into clay in the river 
bottom. He had reported the screen and foot valve partly 
clogged up but joints in good order. However, at this 

time there was probably no intake in this part of the line. 
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Tests of the water at various depths showed that 
while the water was thick with a green, rod-like veget- 
able growth from top to bottom no silt was held in susp- 
ension. This vegetable matter is of general occurrence 
in these lakes for a short period and local health 
authorities consider it not injurious. Water pumped 
after clearing of silt was clarified, filtered no doubt 
in ite passage through sandy clay underlying the silt 
of the lake bottom. This showed again no water was 
reaching the lime from the intake end in the open lake. 


Tests for Pipe Break Location. 


Tests were made by compréssing a large supply 
of air in the pressure tank at the sehool and by allowing 
this to pass by the pumps. This cased boiling up at 
two joints at 2 - 30 and 2 - 50 feet from the pump house 
and little flow back at the regular intake end, These 
joints were covered by eight and five feet respectively 
of silt, sandy clay and clay layers. While breaks wére 
known to occur at the two well defined jointe other 
lesser breaks or breaks in heavy clay might have existed 
and not heen show. It was not practical to plug the 
pipe to show other breaks. 
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Well Site at Lake Side. 


Yollowing instructions to try for a supply by 
well to be opened at the lake side, borings were made end 
tested by vumping. Rxcavations to provide for connection 
to suction line and to sink well caisson were carried on. 
A gravel strata was located below the clay at the lake 
side and eleven feet below water level. A flow of water 
was obtained in one of the holes, Thies water was pumped 
continuously as the excavation was carried down to the 
pipe line and a flow of 30 gallons per minute was obtained 
when the excavation was opened up seven feet below water 
level. Heavy rains had occurred the previous week. Other 
holes were bored and yielded no flow of water but filled 
up showing water came from the underlying ground stzata. 
The flow of water from the first test holes decreased, 
and as it was decided the flow was local drainage and not 
a dependable supply of lake water infiltration, orders 
weré received to cease work on wells and proceed to 
replace the outer sections of the pipe line under the 
lake. Three weeks later tests showed the flow of water 
reduced to six gallons per minute. 
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Replacement of Outer Sections of Pipe Line. 


Work was commenced on November i2 to cut into the 
line and prepare for jacking out four lengths of pipe to 
replace the outer four lengths at the intake end. Pipe 
wae received on the work on November i5th, but delay was 
caused by the diver who was called upon to disconnect 
and clear the swinging joint out of line. The pipe was 
jacked out during the week of November 18th and November 
25th the diver was engaged to connect up the outer end 
with the final lenecth. He reported the line in good order 
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and pipe broken off at end of thread so that sleeve 
coupling only had to be removed as the break had occurred 
on the length just passed out. An undamaged threaded end 
of pipe had arrived at the former location of the end of 
the straight pipe. After thework of fitting the flange 
the diver was instructed to again examine the next joint 
of pipes on the straight line and he reported it broken 
on the inside of the joint rendering useless two lengths 
of pipe. The break was an old one and had been completed 
by pipe wrench work of turning off coupling and placing 
flange. Plugging the line was delayed until Novenber 
26th when a chlorinator test was made. Three and « half 
lengths of pipe were salvaged for insertion and jacking 
out of the line. Finally this section of the line was 
tested by air pressure and found to be satisfactorgly free 
6f breaks. Thep@wgged end was disconnected and the 

pipe line was flushed out and a new end with a screen 
connected to it was installed. Regular pumping was 
resumed on November 30th «tia test with both pumps showed 
the tank at the school could be filled (1250 gallons) in 
nine minutes, It should be noted pipes broke at 
threaded sections at the edge of the coupling sleeve. 


Details of the riser pipe and fittings connected 
to the straight line terminating 308 feet from the pump 
house are stated in the order of fitting, a forty five 
degree bend, a three foot length of pipe, a flange, a 
thimble, a sleeve coupling and a thimble and flange. 

The latter fits the foot valve and strainer which was 
left at the school. A screen harge enough to fit over 
the foot valve and strainer combination was fitted by 

a@ collar connection between the outer flange and coupling. 
The screen is cylindrically shaped and made in two halves 
Bolted together along the centme line of the pipe. It is 
16 inches long and 12 inches wide with copper bronze 
screen, 13 opening to an inch, soldered over a galvanised 
iron frame, A special flange fitted length of pipe was 
inserted in the line at 1 - 07 to 1 = 27 feet from the 
pump house to connect up the line again when jacking was 
completed. On November 30th filling in remained to be 
completed for the section 1 - 00 to - 1 = 35 feet from 
pump house and cover from 0 - 60 to 1 - 35, This is to 
be partly filled in with clay to cover the pipe and a 
temporary filling of wood waste ie to be placed until earth 
can be handled in the spring. Hours of work up to 
November 30th were 2284 hours for the foreman and 772+ 
hours for common labor.

To provide for the sanitary needs and a measure 
of fire protection at the school during repair work an 
Ontario Forestry Department Fim Pump was connected to one 
of the main pumps by about 200 feet of hose and a minimum 
of the required water supply was secured. Severe tests by 
air pressure on the system showed no leaks ocourred in the 
pressure line from pump house to school, A magor source 
of warte of water was shown up after this and was due to 
excessive automatic of combination basement closets.

Our Mr. J. @. Rose, who was made responsible 
for repairs to the intake for the water supply to the 
Cecelia Jeffrey school,reports that this work was com- 
pleted on November 30th. Following the completion of 
the repairs the entire water system was thoroughly tested, 
each pump being operated separately, and the system found 
to be in perfect working condition. 


Upon the occasion of your last visit to Winnipeg 
I mentioned to you the possibility of securing a water supply 
from a well with the object of possibly eliminating vegetat- 
fon and other foreign material in the water. Several tests 
were first made to ascertain if a sufficient supply could 
pe obtained from a well but the results of the tests showed 
this would be impossible, tierefore the only alternative was 
to repair the line and utilize the lake water. While making 
the repairs to the line an exceptionally large and find 
copper screen was placed over the intake pipe to eliminate 
foreign matter in the water.

Whilst I was out of town the Principal 
had some trouble with this equipment and got Mr. Lindsten to 
inspect same for him. I met Mr. Lindsten here, went to 
the school with him and asked him to give me a report, 
which is enclosed. You will note the inspector reports 
some work will have to be done when checking over the 
chlorinator before it can be put into operation again, 
The Provincial Health Officer recommended that the drain 
line from the auxiliary injector be run into a spec 1 
sewer, The Inspector suggests that the operator mB 
put an auxiliary injector hose line into the tiled sewer. 
It ig difficult to make out from Mr. Linksten's letter 
as to wio is entirely responsible for the trouble, but he 
is taking up the matter with the Canadian Industries Limited 
in regard to the cylinder leaking, and will endeavor 
to have the matter put in good shape and allot the cost 
to whoever is responsible, but apparently we shall have 
to pay part of this.

A letter was recently received from Captain 
awards, Indian Agent, Kenora, enclosing a report on the 
chlorinating plant at the Cecelia Jeffrey School by Mr. H. 
C. Lindsten, Inspector for Wallace and Tiernan, the firm 
that installed the plant. in his letter Captain Biwards 
stated this report had been forwarded to you but had been 
returned with the request that he communicate with Mr. 
Atwwood and be guided by his instructions. Mr. Attwood has 
requested the undersigned to investigate the conditions at 
the school and report direct to you. 


I arvanged for Mr. Lindsten to call at the 
office and his attitude was that his firm desired above 
all things to have your Department thoroughly Batisfied 
with the chlorinator. However, he was unable to furnish 
much further information as to the damage done, or upon 
whom the responsibilipy rested for the accident that occurred 
in January. ‘The undersigned accompanied by Captain Edwards 
made an inspection of the school last week. Unfortunately 
Mr. Byers was away in Winnipeg, but we were accompanied by 
the man responsible for the pumping, electrical and other 
equioment. 


The chlorinating plant at the Cecelia Jeffrey 
school was installed under the personal direction of Mr. B. 
D. ingles of Wallace and Tiernan Limited, a11 suggestions 
made by him were carried out and his final report to his 
firm was that the installation was complete, in order, and 
satisfactory in every respect. The chlorine cylinders were 
purchased through Wallace and Tiernan Limited. In his report 
Mr. Lindsten states that last November he cut the hose that 
runs from the injector into the well and thence into the tile 
drain, thinking this line might be blocked, but told the 
operator to replace the severed hose. Had Mr. Lindsten had 
Mr. Ingles' installation report with him he would have known 
that the drainage from the injector was quite in order and no 
further drainage necessary. I might say this hose has not 
yet been replaced. 


The operator states he shut off the chlorinator, 
so it was not in operation the night the damage resulted. 
Accordingly as Mr. Dindsten points out it dafairly evident 
that the cylinder was defective, the safety fusible metal plug 
was eaten through permitting an immense volume of chlorine gas 
to excape into the pump house. This pump house is practically

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air tight andthe density of the chlorine gas became so great 
as to cause damage to everything within the pump house, the 
beaver board lining even ie yenflered almost useless. The 
chlorinetor was rendered useless but the damage to the pumps, 
motors and electrical switches and controls has not as yet 
rendered them unserviceable, although new belts were required. 
The paint was eaten off the piping and the pumps, nuts, bolts 
and the metal everywhere is rusting and eroding, the electric 
switches, especially copper connections, plugs, etc-, are 
badly eaten away by the action of the chlorine and this action 
is probably continuing. The 7% h-p- motors ao not appear much 
damaged, but undoubtedly the insualation was affected and 
damage caused to the windings, making it only a matter of time 
until rewinding and overhauling will be necessary. 


I would suggest therefore that the pumps and 
piping be thoroughly surface cleaned, scraped and painted 
to stop rusting. The electric switches, controls and 
fittings will require 4 thorough cleaning, replacement of 
padly damaged parts, and this work should be done by an 
electric firm. For the present the motors do not require 
rewinding or overhauling but an electrician should clean 
them ap. I have already instructed Mir. Lindsten to get in 
touch with Captain Edwards and have the chlorinator put into 
first class condition in every respect, the question of 
responsibility for payment of same to be determined later. 
In my opinion the Department of Indian Affairs will have to 
pay for work to be done on all equipment other than the 
chlorinator. The chlorinator should be put in first class 
working order and 4 new chlorine cylinder supplied, this 
being the responsibility of Wallace and Tiernan Limited, and 
Wallace and Tiernan Limited can make their own adjustments 
with Canadian Industries Limited. Of course it is no secret 
that Mr. Byers does not favor chlorination of the water supply 
and it is evident that the chlorinating plant has seldom been 
in operation and that when operated the operation of the same 
has aot been in competent hands. ‘in such circumstances 
anything mighs happen and the responsibility rests with the 
school a thorities- 


Captain Bdwards and 1 also made enquiries con~ 
cerning the quality of the water supply inasmuch as Mr. Byers 
on the day previous had veported to Captain Edwards that the 
water was dirty and smelled so bad that even the cattle would 
not drink it. Examination of water from the taps aid show a 
Little rust in the hot water when first turned, but otherwise 
the water was clear, odorless and pleasant to the taste. The 
ope. ator stated that only when the pumping system failed did 
they experience the bad odor from the water after the pumping 
was resumed. four interruptions in the pumping had 

he chiorinator failed, 


o@ourred since Chr 
once when a check valve broke, ain when the belt failed. 
These shutdowns were only aiscovered hours lates when the 


esswe tank vecame practically empty aidthe water ceased to 
circulate. The water supply from the small lake is admittedly 
not good, as there is no outflow this winter, the water is 
stagnant, full of decaying vegetation, etc. Such water lying 
for hours in pipes in & heated building accounts for the odor 
experienced after resuming pumping operations. nis trouble 
would be entirely eliminated were the proper atvention being 
given to the pumping equipment for the operator stated that 
only upon such occasions was the supply unsatisfactory and 
then only unsatisfactory a8 to quality. 


my Indian Af 
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it was also learned that trouble is being 
experienced with the laundry sump not draining away rapidly 
enough t2 care for the inflow from the leundry. Accordingly 
it is necessary at times vo pump the excess water out of the 
gchool by means of a pump and hose. When constructed it was 
feared that the soap from the laundry would soon clog the 
sand at the bottom of the sump so a manhole was provided 
with che expectation that when trouble was experienced with 
glow drainage a man cowld with a pole stir up the sand and 
facilitate draingge. However, clogging would eventually 
ocour anyway and as no other method of disposing of the 
lauadry water is possible it is now recommended that a grease 
trap be installed between the laundry and the sump, readily 
accessible for cleaning, the installation to be made soon as 


weather conditions permit. 


During the course of my inspection with Captain 
Bdwards we noticed that the pumps required repacking, the air 
compressor motor in the tank room was in a very dirty condition, 
there were fire hazards in che boiler room, and the inser ior 
of the building was not receiving proper attention. Your 
Department has gone to great expense in equipping this school 
with modern conveniences. The installations made for providing 
these conveniences have in every instance been made as simple 
as possible, bub for efficient and continuous service proper 
attention is essential. In my opinion the services supplied 
at the Cecelia Jeffrey school are not fully appreciated by 
the Principal, the operation of che chlorinating water supply 
and heating systems instead of being entrusted to a competent 
and qualified operator are being inadequately looked after 
by the chief farm hand. Under these circumstances full ad- 
vantage cannot be taken of the conveniences supplied, damage 


to equipment will result, and complaints will be refquent.

Confirming our wire of this morning, the 


New Barn of the Cecilia Jeffrey Indian Resident 
School burned down this morning at 6 A.M. The fire 
was first noticed nen the cat were being taken 
in for milking, but they were immediately releused 
and all saved. 


The Principal informs us that the fire started 
in the loft, and as soon as the cattle were out, part 
of the roof fell in. They have lost about two carloads 
of Hay, a quantity of sheaves of Oats, and a large 
amount of other feed. 


It is possible that some hoboes were sleeping 
in the barn or it may have started from another source 
but there is no evidence as to the cause.

Tye principal does not think it started from 
spontaneous combustion, as the hay had been in the loft 
since last September. 
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There is practically nothing left of the barn 
put the foundation, although the water supply and the 
fire fighting apparatus was all that could be desired, 
ana the Town of Kenora Fire Brigade did good work and 
thanks to their efforts, no other outbuildings were 
destroyed.

It is with deep regret that I must report to you 
the loss of our new barn through fire. 

The cause is unknown but feel certain that either some 
one was sleeping there for the night or it was set. There are 
so many men loafing around here all the time, Some wamting 
work , the majority of them loafers that it is not safe to 
have these buildings without a night watchman. 

The fire was first noticed about five O'clock A.M. just 
ag our men were going out to work. The alarm was sounded and 
we soon had a stream of water on it. It was impossible to save 
the barn and we spent all pur fotce in saving the other buildings 
This we succedded in doigg. 

We lost all our feed -about two carloads of hay and all 
our oat sheaves and some mill feed- about $500 worth . 

The foundation is not damaged to any great extent . The 
South-Eest corner will have to be repaired. The fittings are 
badly warped from the heat and only e part will be of any use. 

There are a great many men looking for jobs at the present 
time and it would be a suitable time to clear away the debris. 

The old barn affords a temporary shelter for milking 
but it is very inocoémvient place being so far from the school 
and it is not a very sanitary shelter for a tested herd. 

I hope arrangements can soon be made to erect another - 
building.

We have instructed Mr. J.Brown, 
Plumber, of Kenora, to instal the Grease 
Trap at the Cecilia Jeffrey School as per 
your letter of April 24th. 1930 on the 
recommendation of the Dominion Water Power 
Branch. 


The Plumber is a little doubtful 
as to whether this will eliminate the trou- 
ble or not, but failingto do so, he suggests 
a tile pipe be laid from the Sump to a dis- 
tance of roughly 500 feet. 


This would be an expensive propos- 
ition, but if the Crease Traps fails to 
clear up the trouble, this could be done 
next Spring. Mr. Brown estimates the cost 
of this, at roughly $500:00. 


Mr. D Gow, District Chief Engin- 
eer for the Dominion Water Power Branch, says 
in a letter to this Office dated August 30th. 
that he believes the present Sump will be 
sufficiently large,once an efficient Grease 
Trap has been installed.

Please refer to mr. Attwood's letter of 
December 6, 1929, with enclosed letter to Mr. Orr and 
& cOpy of a memorandum prepared by our Mr. J. T. Rose 
covering repairs made to the water intake of the 
Cecilia Jeffrey Indian School near Kenora. 


In May 1930 I was notified from Kenora that 
trouble was again being experienced with the water in- 
take; in fact parts of large fish were being taken 
from the intake valves and out of the pumps. I invest- 
igated the circumstances and had a diver make a detailed 
examinution. He reported that the pipe line was broken 
at the second joint from the screen end of the line, 
and that the third length or pipe was also useless be- 
cause the joint had broken in such a way as to render 
it impossible to attach a length of pipe to it. the 
diver fastened a screen over the emi of the broken pipe 
so that water supply could be secured until such time 
ag permanent measures could be taken to eftect repairs. 
I am now in receipt of a communication from Captain 
Edwards, Indian Agent, Kenora, stating that the water 
is somewhat muddy, and requesting that the repair work 
be proceeded with. 


Experience has shown that owing to the soft 
oature of the bottom ot the lake, it is practically 
impossible to carry a pipe line out into deep water and 
rest this pipe line on saddlegs,without the pipe line 
breaking at the joiat, due to settling. I doubt whether 
flexible or ball joints would not also eventually fail. 
the existing _ipe line trom the Pump House to the bro- 
xen pipe length is giving no trouble at present, bus 
it is possible that trouble may be experienced with th 
Joints of this pipe at a later period. yor the @ esent, 
therefore, I would recommend that only such repairs be 
made as will insure a satisfactory water supply until 
such time as it can definitely be ascertained whether 
or not trouble will develop in the pipe line extending 
from the Pump House down to the water.

I. The furnaces in the school are not heating properly. 
Experienced have tried stoking them without résulte.

Four radiat- 
ors burst from freezing which would be almost impossible 
if the condensed steam were returning as it should.

Octr.1930. we will write you as 
soon as we get an estimate of the Heat- 
ing system of the Cecilia Jeffrey School, 
Mr. Oman is making a report for us at the 
present time. 


With reference to the Water intake, we 
have received a letter from the Acting énief 
District Engineer of the Dominion Water Power 
Branch in which they consider it advisable 
to have the necessary work done now, in case 
the Pipe settles during the Winter. They rec- 
ommend that a 20 foot length of 5" smooth bore 
suction hose be fastened on the pipe at the 
broken joint, and this hose be extended into 
good waterand rested on two small rock filled 
cribs, with another crib midway between point 
of attachment of existing pipe and outer end 
of the hose, and that the end of the hose be 
fitted with a good screen. 


The hose is flexible and will serve 
adequately for years. The cost is estimated 
as follows. Hose $66:00 Attachments $12:00 
Diver $40:00 Cribs $40:00 Labour $50:00, 
Freight & Car $7:50 and incidentials $10:00 
or a total cost of $225:00.

Referring to our letter of Sept. llth. 
last and to yours of April 24th. The Grease 
Trap was installed as authorized, but this has 
not eliminated the trouble. 


Mr. Rose, engineer for the Dominion Water 
Power Branch was here yesterday and suggests we 
ask Kelly & Kimberley to bore down through the 
Sump to see if it is possible to get into Gravel 
so as to get better seepage. If this can be found 
the sump can be dug deeper, but if not we would 
have to run a trench about four or five hundred 
feet and timber this, which could be used as a 
disposal bed, or another sump dug adjoining the 
present one divided with bulkheads so as to make 
an extra grease trap, to prevent Grease, Soap etc. 
going into the sump. 
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At the present time, the sump has to be 
pumped out after every wash day as the water will 
not seep away. 
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On the receipt of the written report of 
the Dominion Water Power Branch, we will forward 
it on to you, but on the advice of Mr. Rose we 
have instructed Kelly & Kimberley to pump out the 
sump and make the necessary borings. This will 
cost in the neighbourhood of $25:00 or $30:00.

Following his inspection of conditions 
of the Laundry Sump at the Cecilia Jeffrey Indian 
School, Mr. Rose has made certain sugée ions, 
which, if carried out, may improve the existing 
unsatisfacory situation. 


ur, ROSe states that the Contractor has 
been employed to pump out the sump and bore test 
holes in an endeavor to locate a gravel bed. if 
gravel is located, it is intended to open up the 
sump to obtain drainage to this gravel layer, and 
then test out the sump with c water. With 
satisfactory drainage of clear water onstrated 


it is then proposed to divide tank with a baff. 

to retain the grease in one part of the sump and 
keep the remainder more or less clear of grease 
and therefore, more effective for drainage. ‘the 
accompanying plan shows the general location and 
plan for the proposed baffle and also for the 

trough connecting the two divisions of the sump. 


Personally, I am not expecting that any 
gravel bed will be found; in which case it will 
be necessary to enlarge the capacity of the sump. 
his is proposed to accomplish by digying a tun- 
nel and constructing a gallery, 4s outlined on 
the accompanying plan. Planking for the sides 
of this gallery should be spaced with a 2" inter- 
val, between planks and the roof must be made to 
withstand the earth pressure from above. 
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these sugeestions, if carried out, 

should give a measure of relief, but at frequent 
intervals, it will be necessary to remove from 
the sump, the accumulation of grease. I would 
expect that in time even this enlarged sump would 
prove inefirective owing to the saturation of the 
surrounding sand with grease and etc. This School 
was apparently located thout any consideration 
being given to drainage conditions. the only 
natural drainage leads to the source of water 
supply; ise. xound Lake. The nature of the ground 

the disposal of the laundry sump under 
er avery difficult matter. However, to lead + 
the laundry drainage by drains to obtain surface " 
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7 drainage would bring the outlet down fairly close 
to Round Lake; in fact, so close to the source 
of the water supply for the School, that contamin- 
ation of the water pply might occur. .1t is for 
this reason that the idea of putting in a sump to 
ms get rid of the drainage from the laundry w first 
conceived, and experience has shown that the nat- 
ure of the sand or soil, is not favorable for rapid 
drainage. I am hopeful, however, that with this 
enlarged sump, and with frequent clearing out of 
the grease trom the first part of the sump, will 
satisfactory service, than has hitherto
